Its doleful tenets are 
ided by the street philoso 
pher, they are depicted by tht 
newspaper satirist, and worse than 
all, they are felt by hundreds and 
thousands of hopeless, discouraged, 
disappointed men who look at the 
world through their darkened glass, 
who believe that evil and failure 
is so prevalent that it would be 
worthy of them to notice the good, 
to see success ; and so they choose 
the shady, cold, side of the street 
in winter, the sunny scorching side 
in summer, and so doggedly per- 
sue their bitter hopeless way. But 
for those who cling to this opin 
ion of their own condition and 
that of their fellow men and of 
their country, — there is no possi 
bility of thanksgiving and grati 
tude. The proper relation of such 
men to their God is severed 

For what shall we be thankful, 
if not for the fact that God has 
made us men in the highest sense 
of the term that it is possible for 
man's mind to grasp!

ITALIAN FOOTBALL. 



Ha* AU the Strategy "4 

Our Own Strenuous Game. 

The new game of calcio (football) 
is taking on in Milan, gays the Paris 
Messenger. Some people compare 
it with the old Italian game of calcio, 
but there is a great difference be- 
tween the two. The Italian game is 
played in an open space divided in 
wo equal parts, with 25 players on 
he fenced round spot. On each side 
there are four groups of players; the 
innanzi in front and all in a line close 
to the boundary. After these come 
the 6conciatori, then the datorlin- 
nanzi, and then the datorlindietro, 
closed the lines. The players on 
each side wear different colors. This 
year, when the game was played in 
Florence, the colors were red and 
bine. 

The game itself consists of neutral 
throwing a ball against a slab on one 
he walls around the place where 
game is played. The innanzi im- 
mediately try to catch the ball when 
i»- reaches their lines and throw it 
to the sconciatori at their back; 
who in their time, throw it to the 
datorlinnanzi, who must then try to 
send it over the fence of the opposing 
party, but, a9 there is usually a bat- 
0 fight with the opposing party 
before this can be done, the dartor- 
linnanzi throw the ball to the dator- 
lindietro, who are in a more protect- 
ed place and have a greater chance 
of success. When the ball is thrown 
over the fence of the opposing party, 
that finishes the game. 

Sometimes a clever innanzi may 
win the game by himself by siezing 
the ball and reaching the enemy'a 
fence, by dodging backward and for- 
ward among the lines. But this is 
very difficult and seldom successful. 
In olden times the game often ended 
in a real battle, in which one at least 
of the players was killed. The game 
of calcio is always played in medieval 
costumes. Like a tournament, it 
used always to be played on the oc- 
casion of a princely marriage. It 
had not been played, however, since 
1739; but in 1898 it was again played 
in honor of the visit of King Hum- 
bert and Queen Mnrgherita to Flor- 
ence, and the most noble families of 
the city took part in it. It was again 
played this year in Florence, and the 
most noble families cf the city took 
part in it. The English game of foot- 
ball is but a poor imitation of the 
Italian calcio; nevertheless, even 
such, it is taking well in Milan.

NAMES OF FISH. 



A few days ago I was asked by a 
foreigner: "Why do you say 'two 
t herrings' and 'two soles' and not 'two 
cods' and 'two salmons?' " I do not 
think my answer was very 6atisfac- 
' tory, but the question suggested the 
! thought that there are several cases 
in which it would be difficult to say 
whether there is anything like a con- 
sensus of opinion as to whether a 
plural form of the name of a fish is 
admissable. We all speak of soles, 
herrings, sprats, lampreys and an- 
chovies, the singular form never, I 
believe, doing service for the plural. 
No one, I think, says mackerehj, cods, 
salmons, trouts, breams, shads, carps, 
' plaices, basses, barbels. Sturgeon, 
perch, mullet, pike, turbot, tttnns 
and skate have not unusually the 
1 plural form in "s." 
I Fishermen and fishmongers are in- 
clined to avoid the plural form in 
' some instances where it is employed 
' by the majority of educated people. 
In some cases there is considerable 
! uncertainty. This I have ascertained 
j by means of a fair number of tests. 
Among them are carps, shads, 
tenches. Compilers of English 
' grammars, so far as my experience 
I goes, in treating of plural forms of 
I nouns make no note of the names of 
fish which do not vary in the plural.

hin a few months most un- 
expected and startling changes have 
occurred which have made the^star 
once more the chief object of interest 
in the sky. The nebulae which sur- 
rounds the star, or into which the 
star has been changed, ha* been suc- 
cessfully phofographed at several ob- 
servatories which are equipped with 
telescopes of great power, and it 
contains several centers of condensa- 
tion whose positions are shifting so 
rapidly that their motion can be de- 
tected in photographs taken but sev- 
eral days apart. Careful attempts to 
determine the parallax of the star 
show that it is inappreciable; the 
star, therefore, is at a very great dis- 
tance from the earth. There seems 
to be no doubt that the actual mo- 
tion in the nebulae is greater than 
anything heretofore detected. The 
velocity must be as great as that 
with which light travels, and the 
nature of such a motion is as mys- 
terious as that of light itself. 

Already the theories which at- 
tempt to account for the birth and life 
history of the various bodies in the 
universe are being remodeled to in- 
clude these newly discovered facts, 
fid the new theories will probably 
suffer later rejection when more facts 
are found which conflict with them. 
The mysteries of the universe be- 
come more unfathomable the deeper 
— -re permitted to explore them, 
as knowledge increases the ei- 
of that which still remains to be 
explained increases also.

"I am dead. I ought not to have 
offered myself as a witness but I 
had forgotten for the moment that 
1 was dead." Such, according to a 
Paris correspondence of the London 
Telegraph, wa3 the extraordinary 
ipeech uttered by an individual of 
substantial proportions, and evi- 
dently in the enjoyment of the beet 
of health. There was a row between 
a couple of cabmen, and several by- 
standers, including the alleged dead 
person, who volunteered their serv- 
ices as witnesses. When, however, 
the policeman put to him the usual 
questions about his trade, etc., he 
was treated to this marvelous reply. 
There was a laugh all round, but the 
hero of the adventure repeated, with 
the utmost gravity, that thi3 was 
really his legal status; indeed, he 
promptly produced a document set- 
ting forth that he had breathed his 
last in a hospital in South America 
in the month of January. "It is 
quite en regie, so I am dead'. But I 
am on my way to have rectified, as you 
perceive, that, although loyally dead, 
I am alive all the same," he added, 
and then he explained that some 
time ago he had been attacked at 
Bordeaux and robbed of his papers, 
which had been appropriated by one 
of his assailants, who had taken his 
name. This was the man who had 
expired at the hospital at Buenos 
Ayres, and, having ascertained the 
facts, and obtained a copy of the cer- 
tificate of death, the speaker was pro- 
ceeding to one of the suburbs where 
he had been born, to have the matter 
set to rights. His story so interested 
the cabmen that they became recon- 
ciled on the spot, and now he is alive, 
legally, as well as in the flesh, his lit- 
tle excursion in Boulogne-sur-Seine 
having had the de sired res ult.

The furniture, of 
great intrinsic valuealso,includes one 
of the finest highboys of the revolu- 
tionary period, a four-post bestead 
of the oldest model, two chairs that 
are probably among the old«6t chairs 
in this country, and a gilt-framed 
looking glass of Martha Washing- 
ton. 

The highboy is a rare example of 
its kind, and was brought over from 
England in 1770. It is made of ma- 
hogany, with brass handles, and fan- 
shaped, open-work decorations at 
top and bottom. The great four-post 
bedstead, made of black oak, is nine 
feet high, and its pink and white silk 
tapestries that cover the canopy and 
form the drapery for the back are 
rare in collections.

The flow- 
ers are abundant, and were originally 
of a pale lilac, but havebeen recently 
improved not only in :iize but in va- 
riety of color, whit* and many shades 
of lilac and pink to deep rose being 
now obtainable. The cut flowers are 
pleasing for hou^se decoration, while 
keeping fresh a long time in water. 
The plant thrives out of doors in sum- 
mer, but requires hot-house protec- 
tion in winter. The one objection- 
able quality is that both flowers and 
leaves poison the skin of Borne indi- 
viduals.

Carved by Cava Dwellers. 

In what is known as the "Facfror'a 
cave," at Wemyss, on the coast of 
Fife, Scotland, an interesting dis- 
covery has just been made by Dr. 
J. Patrick, professor of biblical criti- 
cism and antiquities in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, of a large and 
vigorous incibion on a dimly lighted 
ledge which had hitherto escaped the 
notice of archaeologists. This carv- 
ing takes the shape of a viking ship, 
at the stern of which there is the 
figure of a man steering wiuh an 
oar, wlrle five other oars project 
from the broad, well-indented hull 
without any appearance of rowers 
being visible. Both prow and stern 
have the characteristic viking carv- 
ing — the stern being conspicuous. 
The effectiveness of the sculpture is 
also helped by the way it catches the 
light, owing to its leaning toward a 
deep fissure in a part of the rock. 
These carvings are generally sup- 
posed to have been executed by the 
cave dwellers of Pictish times in 
Scotland and probably date from ear- 
ly in the Christian era. — Chicago 
Daily News.
